#| Conference on Roosevelt In- 
terview Results Only 
in a Guessing 
Contest. 


TO GO AND NOT TO GO, 


Every New York Paper Has a 


Different Yarn on Result of 
Talk, and All of "Em 
Are Dreamed. | 


New York, March 15.—[{Special:J—The four 
railroad presidents suggested by J. P. Mor- 
gan as being best qualified to go to the mat 
with Mr, Roosevelt on the railroad question, 
McCrea of the Pennsylvania, Newman of the 
New York Central, Mellen of the New York, 
New Haven an@ HMartford, and Hughitt of 
the Chicago and Northwestern, met here to- 
day, somewhere, some time, and talked the 
thing over. 

Tonight a beautiful unanimity exists in. 
newspaper offices and news bureaus on one 
point, that a conference was held. There the 
unanimity ends. 

Tomorrow the Sun will say three of the rail- 
road presidents decided that as they had not 
been invited they would not go to Washing- 
ton. 

The World will say that the conference 
resulted in a deadiock and the railroad men 
were unable to make up their minds. 


Reason for Their Declination. 


The Times will say that they decided not 


to go after they found Mr. Roosevelt was 
simply crazy: to have them come 80 he could 
lecture them, and after théy.found that the 
only report of the meeting that would be 


given out would be Mr. Roosevelt's version. 


and that no stenographer would be permitted 
to take down all the conversation. 

The Associated Press has sent out the word 
that the railroad presidents one and all de- 
cided that they would not go to Washington 
until Mr. Roosevelt sent them a special in- 
vitation. 

According to this version the four men in- 
volved did not feel that they had any proper 
mandate from the railroad corporations to 
represent them. They felt that they could 
nov assume the position of a self-constituted 
commission to formulate or present the 
views of the hundreds of railroad com- 
panies, which in turn are owned by millions 
of shareholders. 

They recognized that the ratiroad man- 
agers of the United States dre not them- 
selves in perfect accord and that until some 
method could be adopted for securing a con- 
sensus of opinion a visit to the -president 
would be idle. 


Flattered, but Not Certain. 

Then there is another version of the meet- 
ing which puts these words in the mouth of 
one of the railroad chiefs: 

“We are four good railroad presidents, at 
the head of the parame iack of esd os 
railroads. They are. :

While it is flat- 
tering that Morgan picked us out as repre- 
sentatives of the transportation industry, it 
seems we ought to be more emphatically 
representatives of all the good railroads be- 
fore we go to Washington. 

“| propose we take no action at this time, 
but that we get together a larger body of 
railroad presidents and come to an under- 
standing. Then some, or all, perhaps, at this 
larger conference might send an intimation 
to the White house that we are prepared to 
g0 down and give President Roosevelt all the 
news and information he may care to hear.” 


What Started the Trouble. 

All the four men who met here today had be- 
fore them was Mr. Morgan's report of the 
conversation that he had with Mr. Roose- 
velt a week ago. It was somewhat like this: 

Mr. Morgan—Mr. President, Iam not a rai!- 
road man and cannot:discuss intimate de- 
tails of railroading satisfactorily. I am a 
banker, and khow only the banking end of 
railroading. Why would not it be a good 
thing for you to meet some representative 
ratiroad men like Newman, Mellen, McCrea, 
and Hughitt—men who stand for good meth- 
ods and certain ideals in railroad matters— 
and go over with them matters we have 
talked about? 

President Roosevelt—‘‘ That’s bully! Let 
’em come. I shall be, glad to see them, all to- 
gether, or singly, any time they find it con- 
venient to be here. You can tell them so.” 


Hold OGonference in Secret. 

Everything that was possible was done 
to keep the deliberations of the railroad men 
from the public. They met in secret in the 
New York Central offices, at Grand Centra! 
station. An air of deep mystery was thrown 
about the whole affair. 

The session began at 11 o'clock in the 
morning, and for four hours nothing of a 
definite nature came out of the conference. 
It then was announced that the railroad 
presidents had adjourned, but they would 
get together again in a short time. The 
adjournment was for the purpose of allow- 
ing the presidents to draw up a report on 
what course shoyld be adopted in the mat- 
ter of interviewing Mr. Roosevelt at the 
White house. This was taken to mean the 
views on the subject expressed at the con- 
ference were anything but unanimous, and 
that no two of the conferees were in accord 
as to what methods should be pursued. 

The conference was resumed-at a late 
hour in the afternoon, and between 5 and 6 
o'clock it was announced that the meeting 
had adjourned. 

Not one of the men concerned would say 
what had transpired and then the guessing 
bee started leaving a fine range of choices for 


any one interested.

Resolution Calling Speaker of House a 
Liar Starts. Trouble. 


—— 


Nashville, Tenn., Marth 15.—[Special.J-— 
The house of répresentatives of the Tennes- 
see legislaturé today ordéréd the arrest of 
Mayor Thomas O. Morris and twenty-three 
members of thé city council for contempt. 
The speakér of thé house issued the warrants 
tonight and the men will be arrested tomor- 
row and taken before the bar of the house on 
Monday. 

The alleged contempt of which the mayor 
and city council was guilty consisted im it 
adoption of a resolution accusing Speaker 
Curningham of “ willifw) falsehood and ma- 
licious slander."’ 


Depends on Technicality. 


The guilt or innecence of the mayor and 
council depends on a déodnstruction of the 
Tennessee constitution. Under article 2, see- 
tion 14, either house of the Jegi#iature may 
punish by imprisonmént any person, even 
though not a member, guilty of contempt in 
its presence. 

The city legal authorities insist the last 
three words relieves the city counéll, becausé 
the alleged contempt was not committed in 
the presence of the house. 

The legislature rélies om thé cotimon law 
and on precedents from other siates to sup- 
port its action. 


How the Quarrel Started. 

The trouble began a month ago, when the 
législature had under discussion a bill to per- 
mit telephone eompantes te enter the city and 
occupy its streets without permission of the 
council, 

The Cumberland Telephone company has 
a monopoly in Nashville under a contract 
with the city council, giving it the sole priv- 
ilege of operating in Nashville in considere- 
tion of its paying into the city treasury $10,- 
000 @ year ahd conforming to certain etipula- 
tions in the matter of charges, etc. 

This contract led ths Home company, 
which for some time has been seeking to 
enter Nashville, to résort to the state legis- 
lature with a bill to set aside the city's con- 
tract with the Cumberland company. 

Whilé the bill was pending in the house of 
representatives Speaker Cunningham took 
the floor and made 4 speech in which he was 
reported in a local newspaper to have said 
that the Neshville councilmen were boodlers 
and in the pay of the Cumberland Telephone 
company. 


Calls Speaker a Liar. 

This aroused the anger of the council, and 
at its next meeting it proceeded to pase unan- 
imously @ resolution severely denunciatory 
of Speaker Cunningham, accusing him of 
willful falsehood and malicious slander. The 
resolution was spread upon the minutes of 
the council, which was signed by the mayor. 
This was his only part in the matter. 

At the time the offensive resolution was 
passed the legislature was taking a recess. 
It convened again on Tuesday of the present 
week, and Speaker Cunningham at once rose 
to a question of personal privilege, and made 
a sarcastic speech, reviewing the history of 
the mayor and. council's dealings with the 
Cumberland Telephone company. .

Told Truant Offspring Cannot. Be Pun- 
tshed by Teacher Even with Consent, 


George W. Hamilton, who lives out near 
the little Doremus chapel, wears the button 
of the disappearing Grand Army of the Re 
public, fought at Gettysburg and Five Forks, 
and bled at Chancelloreville, has a son named 


Raymond who makes the memory of those 
trying days of the 60’s seem like a sweet 
Gream. 

Hamilton Sr. appeared before the school 
management committee of the board of edu- 
cation yesterday and asked that the principal 
of the Mark Sheridan school be given permis- 
sion to spank Raymond whenever the lad 
seemed to require a gentle reminder that he 
Was not properly deporting himself. The 
veteran, who carries a confederate bullet 
somewhere in his anatomy, confessed, with- 
out humiliation, that Raymond was “too 
many for him."’ 


Cooley Presents Mr. Hamilton, 

Supt. Cooley presented Private Hamilton 
to the committee, but before the formal pre- 
sentation was made Miss Jane Addama, 
chairman of the committee, was handed a 
letter of great length, in which the veteran 
of the war set forth his grievances and his 
demands. President Ritter also made it 
known to the members of the committee that 
Mr. Hamilton had been to see him in regard to 
the same matter. It was whispered about the 
committee room that the only thing that had 
kept Private Hamilton from applying the 
rawhide to his son, Raymond, was that his 
wife was also a believer in the soft word 
cure and would not allow him to ‘‘lift a hand 
to harm the lad.”’ 

“IT have informed Mr. Hamilton that I have 
no right to give Principal Johnson of the 
Sheridan school the right to spank the boy,”’ 
éxplained Supt.

‘* Well, I'm afraid we can’t spank your boy 
for you,” explained Mises Addams. “We 
cannot violate our own rulee, which prohibit 
corporal punishment, even with the consent 
of the parents.” 

The committee then voted not to spank 
Raymond. | 

The letter in which Private Hamilton eet 
forth his grievances was suppressed, but it

‘gan attracting an additional 87,000. Of 
the total: number 625,000 were men and 
140,000 women, The largest patronage 
was in August, when 815,000 attended* 
_ (The shower baths, too, were popular, 
the record’ of the use of these being kept 
for twelve months. The total of patrons 
is given at more than 800,000, of whom 
250,000 were women. Here again August 
was the favorite month. Making all due 
allowance for duplication ft is evident that 
the establisliment of the baths in ¢connec- 
tion with the park systems has been a 
popular movement, meeting a real need 
and welcomed in the best possible manner 
—namely, thaf of use. 

It is shown, also, that the residents near 
the parks have formed the habit of taking 
‘regular baths at given intervals through- 
out the year. The importance of the baths 
has been urged by the gymnasium in- 
structors as -both a hygtfenic and-athletic 
necessity, and the interest has not been a 
mere incident of the warm days of mid- 
summer. The capacity of the pools and 
showers is inadequate to the demands of 
would-be iisers, so that there is plenty of 
room for such a thoroughly equipped build- 
ing as can be Senered with the Durand be-

THE APPEAL TO CONGRESS.

The secre- 
tary of war could not overrule that deetl- 
sion, even if he had wished to do so, but 
he mentions in his letter where it may be 
overruled. He says it is maintained on 
one hand that the diversion of the Caln- 
met is essential to the healthful sanitation 
of Chicago, and that the threatened dah- 
ger to navigation is infinitesimal, while on 
the other side it is contended that lake 
navigation will be seriously injured. “ Bé- 
tween two such great interests,” says the 
secretary, “the decision must be affected 
more or less by large public policy and 
expediency, and it may be fortunate that 
circumstances now require submission of 
this question to congress.”

ries, which are known to be the larg- 

est and richest in the world, yielding Nim 
enormous revenues, which will render him, 
like his father before him, one of the richest 
members. of the British peerage, Penrhyn 
sastle, his principal country seat, near Ban- 
gor, is probably the granddst mansion ip 
he north of Wales. It ts in| @rt a médern 
building and partly of ancient construction, 
the fine keep resembling that of Rochester 
eastle, dating back to the time of the Nor- 
mans and once the home of Piers Cryffydd, 
one of the national heroes of Wales. It com- 
mands superb views in the direction of Mount 
Snowdon and of the Menai straits, and all 
the newer portion is built of Mona marble, 
which assumes a black tint when polished. 
The park, which is seven miles in circumfer- 
‘ence, is surrounded by a lofty slate fence. 
But the most remarkable feature of the 
“place is the celebrated “‘ Hirlas,” a historic 
rélic in the shape of a large buffalo horn of 
great antiquity and ornamented with chased 
silver. Filled with wine, it must be drained 
by illustrious guests on theif arrival at the 
castle, alid, if not held correctly, is apt to 
epill its entire contents down’ the neck of 
the drinker. It is the same horn that fs re- 
ferred to by the poet Hemans in the stirring 
line:. “Fill high the bloom Hirlas that 
shines like the wave.”’ | 

While the Penrhyn peerage is of modern 
origin, having been created by Queen Vic- 
toria in 1868, yet the ancestry of the late and 
the present Lord Penrhyn is of the most blue 
bloodéd description. For the first Lord Pen- 
rhyn was a younger brother of the eight- 
eenth earl of Morton—that is to say, 
he was a scion of the historic Scot- 
tish housé of Douglas, the name. of 
which he abandoned fcr that of ‘hig 
wife when he married the eldest child and 
principal heiress of. George Pennant of Pen- 
rhyn castle, descended from Tudor Trevor, 
founder of the tribe of the Marches. The 
present Lord Penrhyn is married to a sister 
of Lord Sduthampton—that is to say, to a 
lady who/is descended from King Charles 
IL. and his favorite, Barbara Villiers, duch- 
ess of Clevéland.

Both the fate Lord Penrhyh and his father 
before him are on record as having put up 
some of the biggest fights that have ever 
been waged against union labor, the victory 
remaining with the late peer. It remaine to 
be seen whether his son and successor will 
be equally fortunate. The first Lord Pen- 
rhyn, anxious to deal fairly with his many 
thousands of workmen, tried the experiment 
of working the quarries on a codperative 
basis, under the management of a commit- 
tee of the men and on an understanding of 
a pro .yata division of the profits. The 
seheme ended In chaos and in disaster, and 
thereupon the second and late Lord Penrhyn 
took the management of affairs Into his own 
hands and brought them back to a condi- 
tion of prosperity. 

This experience determined him to permit 
no further outside interference with his 
property, amd while he offered no objection 
to his men forming themselves into associa- 
tions of the’ benefit order, he declined to per- 
mit them tp import professional labor agi- 
tators from the outside as officers of their 
unions or to tolerate relations between the 
latter and other labor unions throughout the 
country, resolved as he was not to @xpose 
himself to the danger of sympathetic strikes,

It was this that brought about war be- 
tween his *men and himself, and rather than 
give way he shut down his quarries, an- 
nouncing that if the men were prepafed to 
do without wages he, on his side, could af- 
ford to dispense with the revenues derived 
from the quarries. The lockout lasted for 
months, during the course of which time 
Lord Penrhyn was bitterly assailed not only 
by the press but also in both houses of par- 
lHiament, This left Lord Penrhyn, however, 
perfectly indifferent, and when Sir Courte- 
nay Boyle, in behalf of the government, en- 
deavored to- bring about a compromise, Lord 
Penrhyn sent him about his business, stat- 
ing that he did not propose to tolerate any 
outside interference in his private affairs, no 
matter whether by labor unions or by the 
government, 

It is only fair to add that while the lock- 
out lasted Lord Penrhyn not only allowed 
his striking laborers to occupy their cottages 
rent free, but even furnished them with food 
and supplies wherever thers were cases of 
destitution. Finally the men made a com- 
plete surrender to his terms, of which the 
main feature was his refusal to tolerate out- 
side interference, The men have had no rea- 
son to regret giving way to him. For alike 
in pay and in hours they are far more liberal- 
ly treated than in any other slate quarries 
where labor unions are in control. 
over, he established a system of pensions, 
and, indeed, showed the same solicituile for 
the material and moral welfare of the people 
on his estates—alk his workmen were his 
tenants—as‘other @nglish territorial mag- 
nates, who are keenly alive to the fact that 
the possession of land carries with it obli- 
gations. 
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Lord Grimthorpe, who is almost ag well 
known in America as in England and who 
was one of the principal candidates for the 
British ambassadorship at Washington until 
the appointment of Mr. Bryce, has seceded 
from the ufionist party and has joined the 
liberals, hie name having been put up for 
election to the Reform club, proposed by Sir 
James Kitson and seconded by Alexander 
MacArthur. By the time this letter appears 
in print he will have been elected under the 
special ruleaffecting members of both houses 
of parliament. 

Until he Inherited the peerage of his eccen- 
tric but wonderfully clever old unole, a4 year 
or so ago, be was known as Ernest Beckett, 
represented the Whitby division of York- 
shire for a number of years in the house of 
commons, and was married to the beautiful 
daughter of Tracy Lee of New York. She 
died about ‘twelve years ago, her memory 
being preserved in a particularly lovely pio- 
ture, which was the principal feature ef the 
Royal academy exhibitjon of 1890 and in 
which she appears in a white goavn, with dhe 
child clinging to its folds and another peer- 
ing over her shaulder,

Gen. Botha, who has just become prime 
minister of the Transvaal and who was one 
of the principal commanders of the Boer 
forces in the South African war, has a wife 
with a strong strain of American blood in 
her Irish vejns. For she was a Miss Emmet 
and is a great-granddaughter not of Robert 
Emmet, as has been stated, but of his elder 
brother, Themas Addis Emmet, who, after 
spending a number of years in prison at 
Dublin and at Fort George in Scotland by 
way of punishment for his leadership of the 
United Irishmen movement, was sét at Lib- 
erty after the treaty of Amiens on the con- 
dition that he left Europe. 

So he came to the United States in 1804, 
was attorney general of the state of New 
York in 1812, and is commemorated by a 
memorial in §t. Paul’s churchyard, on Broad- 
way. Robert Emmet, the patriot—that ts to 
say, his youmger brother—met with his death 
on the scaffeld in Dublin in 1808, and passed 
out of existence as a bachelor, ag every body 
knows who remefnbers Washington Irving's 
touching sketch of ‘‘ The Broken Heart.” 

The present head of the Emmet family is, 
of course, the venerable Dr. Thomas Addis 
Emmet, now almost in his 80th year, who 
was invested only a few months ago by the 
archbishop of New York with the order of 
Pius IX., conferred upon him by the present 
pontiff in recognition of his eminent services 
to the church and to the cause of medicine.

seriously, the Chorale lendinga churchly char- 
acter to the number, which even the spright- 
‘iness of the fugue did not wholly counteract. 

95, which follewed, 
was the ndvelty of the afternoon, but it is 
subdued in manner and of a lengthiness which 
made the seriousness of the listener’s mood 
hold until the intermission was reached.

Then came the Liszt-Kaun-Middelschulkte 
Fantasie for organ and orchestra on the 
Anabaptist theme from “‘ The Prophet,” and 
the Lenten penitential atmosphere grew 
dense. The world and his satanic majesty 
came skipping nimbly into prominence, how- 
ever, with the next number—the last on the 
list. It was the irresistibly beautiful and 
sensuous “‘ Ruses d’amour" ballet suite of 
Glazounow. Leader and men swung off into 
the rhythmic measure with a vim that was 
‘inspiriting, and thé audience heaved a sigh 
6f relief and enjoyed itself to the full. An 
encore after the waltz was unavoidable and 
both Mr. Steindel and Mr. Kramer had to 
bow their acknowledgments repeatedly after 
their admirable performance of the “ Dance 
of the Fianeés.” 

The whole suite, which is among the most 
masterly. to be found in all ballet literature, 
was a delight, and the audience showed its 
unqualified approval of both the selection and 
the brilliant manner in which Mr. Stock and 
the orchestra gave it. It may not be music 
so “learned” as some other that was heard 
during the afternoon, but it was vastly en- 
joyable nevertheless.

The Reger Serenade, which yesterday re- 
ceived its fitst performance fin the United 
States, is interesting and attractive more fot 
the manner of saying than for what is said. 
The thematic ideas in the work are not of any 
vast significance, one of the principal one@ 
in the first allegro being essentially Zolksong- 
like in character, and strongly reminiscent 
of one of the tunes Humperdinck has em- 
ployed in ‘“‘ Hinsel and Gretel.” ‘They are 
short winded themes, most of then}—the in- 
vention of flowing mélodies evidently not 
being included among the composer's best 
gifts. He is but a true modern, however, in 
this respect. He writes fluently—too much 
so, perhaps, for he is prone to spin out his 
compositions to a length which neither the 
quality of his themes nor. the skill with which 
he handles the orchestral instrument war- 
rants. Three of the four movements heard 
would have gained materially could they 
have been judiciously condensed: The sec- 
ond—a scherzolike humoresque—was short 
and proved remarkably attractive, 

oe 

Reger has written for what virtually 
amounts to two orchestras. He divides all 
the strings into two distinct bodies and mutes 
all save the basses of one of these, and 
leaves the other unmuted He then adds the 
wood winds, two horns, kettledrums, and 
harp, and with this unusual combination 
proceeds to his work. He obtains a soft tint- 
ed, delicate toned, beautiful coloring, which 
at first is strong in its appeal, but which, 
owing to the length of the “‘ Serenade " and 
the sameness of this coloring, comes near 
to growing monotonous before the hearing is 
over. 

There ts little about the Serenade which 
Impresses ap strikingly modern or inany way 
bizarre. It is music which harmonically is 
unmistakably of today, but it ows along so 
easily and clearly, especially when played 
with such perfection as it was yesterday, that 
it takes on the semblance of naturalness and 
unaffectedness. The movements found most 
attractive were the second—the humoresque 
above referred to—and the Andante, which 
has much of melodic beauty to lend it power 
of appeal. 

a 

The Bach number was given with delightful 
clarity and thorough understanding, and Mr. 
Middelschulte was made the recipient of re- 
calls for his performance of thesegrgan part 
in the Liszt-Kaun Fantasie. 

The orchestra was seated on new plat- 
forms, fashioned in amphitheater shape. 
The men at the back of the stage thus were 
placed above the strings and made both visi- 
Jie and audible. The change is an attempt 
to better the imperfect acounstics of the hall 
and to overcome, so far as is possible, the 
disproportionate height of the sounding board 
over the stage. The effect of the raised plat- 
form seemed to be along the line of improve- 
ment, so far as could be judged. The wood 
wind choir certainly was heard to better 
advantage tlian before, but the selections 
played did not.offer opportunity for deciding 
as to whether or not the change did not bring 
the brass and the basses into too great prom- 
inence. The program next week will enable 


better estimating of this.

Washington, D. C., March 15.—[Special.]— 
If the powers of the world adopt the tentative 
program now under consigeration for dis- 
cussion at the Impending peace conference at 
The Hague, the most advanced steps yet 
taken for the prevention and amelioration of 


war will be made. 

Two broad propositions have been sug- 
gested, the first by England, which contem- 
plates naval disarmament; and the second by 
different ‘powers making neutral goods im- 
mune from seizure upon the high seas, 
whether carried in merchantmen belonging 


to a belligerent power or not. 

To both of these propositions, in a general 
way, the United States is favorable. In 1904 
congress adopted a joint resolution declaring 
it desirable that the president should en- 
deavor to bring about an understanding 
among the principal maritime powers with a 
view to incorporating into the permanent law 
of the civilized nations the principle of ex- 
emption of all private property at sea, not 
contraband of war, from capture or destruc- 
tion by belligerents. 

Other matters closely affecting the rights 
of neutrals which will be discussed at The 
Hague ar the distinctions to be made be- 
tween absolute and conditional contraband 
of war, ahd the inviolability of the official 
and private correspondence of neutrala

Must Fix Duties of Neutrals. 

The conference also will have to consider 
the duties of neutrals toward belligerents, one 
aspect of which is the treatment due to refuge 
belligerent ships in neutral ports. 

It will be remembered that Russian battle- 
ships and eruisers sought refuge in Chinese, 
French, and American ports, 4ndthat Japan, 
during the peace négotiations, demanded pos- 
session of these vessela This demand was 
resisted by Russia, and the Japanese finally 
waived it. The question is one which con- 
tains germs of trouble for belligerents, as, in 
case a belligerent ship given asylum should 
escape, the responsibility of the country for 
failure to prevent its departure might be- 
come the cause of rupture. 

The conference must also settle, among 
other general questions affecting relations of 
sovereign states, thie bombardment of ports, 
towns, and villages by naval force.

Disarmament Not a New Idea. 

The idea of disarmament which England 
now is advancing is no new one. When the 
czar of Russia called the first peace confer- 
enée in 1890 its prime purpose was the nego- 
tiation of an agreement stipulating nonaug- 
mentation, for a term to be agreed upon, of 
the existing effective armed land and sea 
forces, as well as war budgets pertaining 
thereto. 

The United States at that time was in @ 
position of hopeless inferiority from a naval 
and military point of view, and the instruc- 
tions given the American delegates to the con- 
ference declared it to be advisable for them 
to leave the initiative upon this subject to 
those powers to which,it properly belonged. 
It became evident during the conference that 
no agreement could be reached in regard to 
disarmament, and the most that was done 
was the adoption of a resolution declaring 
that a Hmitation of military charges ** which 
at present so oppress th@world is greatly to 
be desired for the increase of the material 
and moral welfare of mankind.” 


> 
Would Make Britain Supreme. 

Engiand’s proposition is that during the 
next seven years no power shall increas its 
naval expenditures beyond what they are 
for the present year. It is one of peculiar 
advantage to Great Britain. In the first 
place, England spends more money in build- 
ing up her navy than any other nation in the 
world Jt is her steel walls which protect 
her from European invasion. England has 
in commission the largest battleship in the 
world—the Dreadnought—and is building 
three more of greater size. In addition she 
has authorized the construction of two ves- 
sels of the same class, and three will be built 
dependent upon action taken &t The Hague. 
She has completed three armored cruisers 
known as the ** Invincible class,"" which are 
superior to the battleships of other nations. 

In other words, Bngland’s naval strength 
in big ships is four times greater than that 
of any other nation, and, with her present 
expenditures continued, and no increase by 
other powers of their own, she will be able 
to maintain this superiority. 

As gompiled by the navy department the

President Wants Power Maintained. 

As the third naval power of the world, and 
the second in point of expenditure, the pol- 
icy the’United States will pursue is of great- 
est importance in the determination of the 
disarmament question. 

Three years ago the president expressed 
decided opposition to any general reduction 
of offensive and defensive power. 

“ Until some method is devised,” he said, 
“by which there shall be a degree of inter- 
national control over offending nations, it 
would be a wicked thing for the mst civ- 
ilized powers, for those with the most sense 
of international obligations and with the 
keenest and most generous appreciation of 
the difference between right and wrong, to 
disarm. If the great civilized nations of the 
present day should completely disarm, the 
result would mean an immediate recrudes- 
cence of barbarism in one form or another. 

“ Under any circumstances, sufficient ar 
mament would have to be kept up to serve 
.the purposes of international police, and 
until international] cohesion and sense of in- 
ternational duties and rightsare far more ad- 
vanced than at present, the nation desirous 
of securing respect both for itself and for 
others must have force adequate for the work 
which it feels is allotted to it as its part of 
general world duty.”’

Roosevelt May Approve Plan. 

There is no disposition on the part of the 
authorities to attempt to exceed the naval 
strength of Great Britain and France, the 
most formidable naval powers upon the sea. 

Ahead of Germany and Japan, the United 
States can afford to continue its expenditures 
upon their present basis, provided other 
powers make no substantialincrease. From 
this point of view it is said the presidemt may 
be willing to approve the English Proposition. 
The matter has not been determined finally ag 
yet, but will be in ample time for the in- 
struction of the American delegates to the 
conference.

Mre. St. Julien Ravenel has brought much 
enthu8iasm and love to her work of writing 
“ CHARLESTON—THBE PLACE AND ITS 
PEOPLE” (Macmiilian company), and the 
result is an Informative.and well poised book, 
done in a way which indicates ra deep pride 
in the town and its traditions. Charleston, 
more than any other place of its size in this 
country, has maintained since early settle- 


ment its distinct individuality, and even at 
the present day has a soaiety built upon and 
fostered by the éxclusive traditions of its 
first pioneers. Neither time, War, catas- 
trophe, nor commercialism has affected this, 
and Charleston, unmoved by the changes 
which have come to other towns, north or 
south, remains unique in its “ splendid isola- 
tion” and hauteur. 

If the book has a serious fault it is that far 
too much space is given to the period closing 
with the eighteenth century, and so little to 
the Charleston society of the succeeding hun- 
dred years. Médre than half of the book is 
given up to the history of the town previous 
to the end of the revolution, anid Mrs. Ravenel 
makes it interesting by reason of, her ex- 
tracts from old letters, documents, and news- 
papers, her identification of historic sites 
and bulldings, many of the latter still stand- 
ing, her descriptions of noted inhabitants 
and distinguished sojourners, the quaint 
customs of bygone days, the quiet life of the 
aristocrats, unchanged by the colonial and 
independence wars, and the dignified com- 
merce of the port. 


In chapter xvill., in which she describes the 
characteristics of the place andthe structure 
of its old society, we get charming glimpses 
of the languorous, opulent extravagance of 
the ancient days. “ A gentleman some years 
ago,”’ she says, “‘ told his son that his father, 
Mr. John Huger, a distinguished patriot, had 
always beem accustomed, as his house had no 
piazza, to take histea in finesummer weather 
on the broad sidewalk in front of his door. The 
table was brought out and arranged, and 
passing friends would stop for a cup and 
a chat.

Fredericka, in 
spite of her inheritance of refinement and her 
innate love of beauty, has grown up in the 
most congested portion of the west side, hav~- 
ing for her neighbors the [Irish policemen, 
the German day laborers, and the shiftiess 
nonworkers of ‘the most discouraged portion 
of society.

And to this 
interesting household come many persons of 
distinction, among them a man of murky 
power, an Austrian named Harden. Har- 
den believes in the spirit of democracy to be 
found in the United States—believes that 
American ideale live in the hearts of the im- 
migrant foreigners who have come to these 
shores with dreams and hopes, rather then 
in the hearts of the complaisant and prosper- 
ous American born. To resuscitate these an- 
cient but decaying ideals is his undertaking. 
He associates himself with Dr. Hartwell, 
dragging that mild mannered man after him 
along paths which the doctor could ne¥er 
have imagined that he would tread. Andthe 
end is—the Haymarket! 


It is the depiction of Fredericka’s singularly 
mobile sotil in which Miss Tellier has had the 
most delight, and there is no question but 
that she has made her as sensitive, as ing@on- 
sequent, as emotional, and as unreflecting as 
the most completely and fatally feminine of 
her pex could hope—or dread—to be.

In timesof stress she 
flutters about with the mad indirecti@n of 
that same bird when the saffron clouds, 
belching wind, presage the tragedy of a hur- 
ricane. She ends quite happily in,her nést, as 
even the most irresponsible of birds Some- 
times will when they are in luck.

Mise Teller’s exposition of her social ten- 
ets is not clear. All her people seem mis- 
directed, nO matter what side they are on. 
Her picture is confused, not with the dignity 
of struggling armies that “ clash by might,”’ 
but with the turmoil, inglorious and futile, of 
neighbors and groups forever at odds.

of the people. This goes ratherfar. But, on 
the whole, Miss Teller’s recital of the grim 
episode and the hideous reprisal of society 
is well and stirringly depicted. In Lange, 
one of her most mysterious characters, she 
has, it is to be surmised, meant to portray the 
eloquent and mysterious Louts Lingg, about 
whose life and death elements of ftomance 
and mystery have always hung. 


It is a pity that Miss Teller should have 
gone to the pains to have placed all of her 
most impassioned socialists in situations of 
great luxury and ease before concluding her 
book. It makes her characters, with their 
passion for self-abnegation, appear Unneces- 
sarily futile. : 

Fervid though the book is at intervals, it 
cannot be said to be a distinguished addition 
to the ever growing bulk of sociological nov-

MEXICO CITY, March 15.—[Special.]--The 
White Sox themselves are “stuck” on the 
Mexican trip merely as a pleasure tour and 
are enjoying thoroughly its constant novelty. 
None of them likes it from the professional 
standpoint. Their chief objection is the too 
dry atmosphere, which absorbs all the mois- 
ture so rapidly that the players+are unabie 
to work up a perspiration except by violent 
exercise. Even then it dries immediately, 
and for that reason the men are unabie to 
work off their surplus flesh without great 


pliable without much perspiring. 

The great amount of dust in the eir affects 
the players’ throats something Nke a hard 
cold of the northern climate, Nearly all are 
more or less hoarse during the stay. It is 
impossible to lay the dust in the city except 
by the prodigal use of water, because the 
latter is absorbed so rapidly. Much sprink- 


ling is done despite the high value of water;
